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appear that the annexation bill 
was a popular manifestation ot 
public opinion. The <.l«ceitfulness 
attached to this annexation move¬ 
ment justifies an overwhelming re- 
prudiation of it at the polls. 

A fourth reason why the people 
should vote down Mr. Garabrant s 
annexation scheme is the weak 
foundation on which it rests. It 
appears that Mayor Doremus of 
Newark and Mr. Garabrant bad a 
conference over this matter of an 
nexation, and that the Mayor made 
many glittering promises as to 
what*he would use his influence to 
have the officials do for Bloomfield. 
In short, the Mayor gave Mr. Gar¬ 
abrant to understand that Bloom¬ 
field would be used as an advertis¬ 
ing card to draw the Oranges and 
Montclair into Newark. Bloom¬ 
field’s High School was to be re¬ 
tained and Newark’s Excise Board 
was to pursue the same policy here 
in regard to saloon licenses that is 
now in force. Mr. Garabrant 
knows, and all the people oi 
Bloomfield know, that however 
much Mayor Doremus may 
promise, he cannot deliver the 
goods. Mr. Garabrant would not

In the course of a few days the

side pocket. 

The reasons why the people 
should vote down the annexation 
scheme are: 

First, It is purely a purely a 
political scheme. David G. Gara- 
brant, the author and agitator of 
the scheme, launched it after a 
political plan that he had in hand 

to pieces. Mr. Garabrant had 
set his mind on having John A 
Lawrence for candidate for Coun- 
ciiman-at-Large and James H. 
Moore for First Ward Councilman. 
These men were to 1* Republican 
party candidates. The object of 
these nominations was political con¬ 
trol of town affairs. Messrs. Law¬ 
rence and Moore declined to be 
candidates, and then it was that 
Mr. Garabrant launched his an¬ 
nexation scheme. If Messrs Law 
rence and Moore had consented to 
be Mr. Garabrant a candidates 
there would have been no annexa¬ 
tion scheme launched. 

In the face of this most transpa¬ 
rent political move Mr. Garabrant 
h«« the assurance to come before 
the people and assert that there is 
no politics in his* annexation 
acheme. The fact is that it is pol¬ 
itics from beginning to end. 

The second reason why this par- 
, ticular annexation scheme of Mr. 
Garabrant’s should lie voted down 
ia because of its “strictly confi¬ 
dential” character. There was a 
plot. First it concerned local pol¬ 
itics alone, and if that miscarried 
then annexation was to be pro¬ 
claimed.

and it is strange that he urges »h*-ir 
acceptance upon the public. The 
fact is that the Board of Works in 
Newark, and notthe Mayor, is the 
controlling factor in carrying oui 
public improvements. T he Board 
of Educatson, and not the Mayor, 
has control of the schools. The 
Board of Excise, and not the 

Mayor, passes upon saloon licenses 

and the mere possibility of annexa 
tion to Newark has started a num¬ 
ber of saloon projects under way 
here. If Mayor Doremus is de¬ 
sirous of au advertising card let 
him use that section of the city of 
Newark between the canal bridge 
and the city line for that purpose. 
The present appearance of that sec 
lion of the city as viewed from 
trolley car windows by hundreds <>t 
Bloomfieid people is an example of 
the poverty of pride, the incapacity 
and the indifference and negligence 
of the city officials with regard to 
the appearance of the city. A 
look at North Roseville affords one 
of the strongest reasonings to 
Blocrmfielders to keep out of New¬ 
ark, and also affords a practical 
argument in favor of voting down 
annexation. 

A fifth reason why Mr, G araj 
brant s annexation acheme should 

be voted down is on account of the 
the humilitating position in which 
it places Bloomfield as a party to 
the transaction. If Newark wants 
Bloomfield let the overtures for 
annexation come trom Newark. 
Mr. Garabrant proposes to lug us 
into Newark and present us to that 
city as a ward of charity. Bank 
rnpt in pockrt and mentally »»- 
capacitated for government. The 
city is to be our guardian, 
there any one so simple as to sup 
I pose that this will not lie flung 
back at us when we complain, as 
we certainly shall do, of govern^ 
mental neglect. The people of 
Bloomfield will make the greatest 
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David G. Garabrant, in hit pro- 
u^jii of his annexation scheme, 
is rtraeavoring to work up a scare 
on the water question, both as to 
the cost of water and the source of 
supply. 

Now as to the coat of water : 
The city of East Orange was con- 
tronted with the same problem as 
the people of this town were con¬ 
fronted with, and the people of East 
Orange decided the question in 
jrecisely the same manner as the 
*oplc of this town decided it, 
namely, by purchase of the water 
>lant. Municipal ownership has 
jeen in effect in East Orange up¬ 
wards of a year. The first year, 
contrary to expectation, a profit was 
shown in the year’s business. Men 
ormerly in the employ of the Or¬ 
ange Water Company, fully ac¬ 
quainted with the conditions here, 
say there is no reason why Bloom¬ 
field should not be as successful as 
East Orange iu managing a water 
supply plant. 

As to thp source of supply, ac¬ 
cording to Mr. Garabrant, it is 
either Newark or the Passaic river 
water. Dr. W. F. Harrison. Chair¬ 
man of the Water Committee of 
the Town Council, says that Mr. 
Garabrant is mistaken, and is not 
correctly representing the situation 
to the people. The W ater Com¬ 
mittee has offers from lour, sources 
offering to supply the water, aud 
neither the city of Newark or the 
East Jersey Water Company is 
among them. Oue of the best of¬ 
fers is from President William Card- 
well of the East Orange City Coun¬ 
cil. aud the one that is most likely 
to be arranged for, and it is possible 
that the superintendency of the 
local water plant by the East Or¬ 
ange Superintendent and workmen 
may l>c arranged lor on a favorable 
basis, and the cost of maintenance 
reduced to a minimum. There is 
no need of getting scared over the 
| water supply question. The uiat- 
i c ter is in good bands, and Mr. Gara- 
»» an exarople - brant and others could work to the 
better advantage ot the town and 
themselves by co-operating with 
the officials, rather than putting ob¬ 
stacles in the way of accomplish¬ 
ment of honest effort.

A letter from Theodore H. Ward 
in this issue of the CiTUUM treats 
on the matter of road repairs, and 
Mr. Ward believes that the ques¬ 
tion of road repairs affords a reason 
for annexation to Newark.

In Newark there 
are to-day miles of mud roads that 
are in as lad condition as the poor¬ 
est roads in this town. The city 
..ill pave such streets with cobble 
stones some day and assess the cost 
on the property benefited. The 
cobble stones will be replaced with 
granite blocks, brick or asphalt, 
and the cost again assessed on the 
property benefited. Under New¬ 
ark rule road repairs defrayed by 
general tax will be a thing of the 
past. •*
